THE “‘BONUS’’ TALE 

Ex-Mayor Webster of Calgary says he 
found in Ontario the beginning of a move- 
ment to oppose the granting of a bonus to 
the railways for hauling coal to that pro- 
vinee from Alberta. On the other hand, 
fourteen city and town councils, some of 
them in Ontario, some in Manitoba, and 
some in British Columbia, have gone on rec- 
ord as agreeable to a bonus being paid if 
this ie necessary to create and sustain the 
iraffic. : 

On the general principle of bonus-payin¢ 
there is little or no doubt about the attitude 
of the Canadian public. They are against 
the idea, and will have to be given very con- 
vineing reasons before they assent to its ap- 
plication even for so highly desirable a pur- 
pose. And as the majority of the tax-payers 
of Canada are not directly interested in the 
movement of Alberta coal to Ontario, it is 
easy to over-estimate their willingness to 
subsidize the railways for the benefit of the 
minority who are so interested. 

But is not the whole bonus question 
somewhat premature? It has not yet been 
conclusively established that a bonus is 
necessary in order to prevent the railways 
losing money if they haul Alberta coal to 
Ontario at the seven dollar rate which 
would make it saleable there. It is true tae 
majority of the Railway Commission found 
that the railways are out of pocket 67.22 
per ton on such traffic. But Commissioner 


Oliver found that their out-of-pocket ex- 
pénse is only $6.50 per ton. And there are 
some pretty sound reasons for thinking

Rescue Ships Out 

NEW YORK, Dec. 27—-Rescue 
craft mobilizing by ecea and alr are 
headed teeerd Newfvundiand in 
search of Mrs. Frances W. Grayson 
and her three men companions 
the missing amphibian 
plane, “The Dawn.” 

Two destroyers at the Boston 
navy yard also received orders 
from the authorities at Washing- 
ton to search the waters between 
Cape Cod and Sable Island. 

Belief that “The Dawn.” missing 
since Friday, was forced down by 
ice formation on ite wings war ex- 
pressed by Captain Hugh A. Grant, 
former euperintendent of the 
meteorological department, British 
navy, and an authority on Atlantic 
weather. 

“Flying through freesing weath- 
er with light winds in the 260 mile 


water jump to Nova Scotia,” he 
said, “it is probable that “The 
Dawn" was forced down by ice 


formation on its wings and that it 

thus met with a disaster paraliel 

to the tragedy which befell the 

Nungesser and Coli plane on the 

European eide, flying westward.” 
Cause of Disaster 

“The weight of caked ice on its 
wings and fuselage would havo tn- 
creased beyond eustaining capacity 
as the plane advanced toward the 
rugged and desolate terrain of 
Newfoundland. At Halifax the 
weather was distinctly unfavorable 
with fog and rain, but it is unlikely 
that the missing plane could have 
remained afloat long enough to 
have come within appreciable 
reach of this point.” 

Highteen men and two women 
have been lost with no clue to the 
mishap that brought disaster to 
their overseas flights.
